These 
modifications literally tied the French colonists, and allowed 
the Porte every facility to dodge out of the wav. M. Constans 
refused firther discussion, which he described as useless, 
and asked for the complete fulfilment of the formal promises 
which had been made to him, and he likewise insisted that 
these should remain absolutely unchanged. 


M. Constans received a despatch on Aug. 23 from 
M. Deleassé stating that the continuation of the equivocal 
situation did not suit the dignity of France, and inviting 
the Ambassador to leave Constantinople. Being informed 
of this, the Sultan at once gave to the Quays Company full 
enjoyment and possession of their rights. M. Constans 18 
now clauming an indemnity, to cover the company for the 
p ejudice done by the suspension of the exercise of the 
rights. The sum to be demanded will hereafter be tixed. 
M. Constans has left Constantinople. In some quarters 
this has been interpreted to mean that the affair has not been 
settled, and that new complications have arisen. 


The Sultan is in an awkwurd predicament, his great 
desire being to get possession of the quays as necessary to 
his personal safety, but he fears the effect of a loan, with- 
out which purchase is impossible. He is also faced by 
opposition from his Ministers, and a written protest from 
the Sheik ul Islam against such extravagance, while France 
ne on purchase or the free exercise of the company's 
rights. 


Venezuela Again.—Interest in South American 
polities ix always a varying quantity, for one who is at all 
acquainted with the history of the various countries which 
were at one time known as the Greater Spain cannot take 
the political questions at all seriously. It is the home of 
endless discontents, a veritable storm centre, the haunt of 
the daring novelist who seeks fresh scenes and new 
characters for his novel. Yet, notwithstanding this 
inability to regard the various insurrections, revolutions, 
and pronunciamientos reported periodically us serious, 
there is at least one aspect of this Venezuela-Colombian 
crisis worthy of note. The political situation in Colombia is 
in a measure alarming, and the American citizens have 
appealed successfully to their Government for a war-ship to 
protect them and their property from sar igen anarchy. It 
appears that a South American Republic without a war in 
actual prozress or in immediate prospect isananomaly. When 
neighbouring Powers are indisposed to exert themselves, 
either from inertia or waning financial resources, they 
are reluced to internal quarrels often ending in the loss of 
life. One of the most. peppery of these Republics is 
Venezuela; and one cannot fail to remember how near 
England was, some time ago, to going to war with it. Now, 
on account of ill-treatment and the unjust.and arbitrary 
methols of government, the American authorities have 
intervcned in the interests of their citizens.

English Submarines.- Great Britain, with its mag- 
nificent and well-equipped Navy, at Jast n cogmises tl, 
value of foreign experiments in relation to submarin. 
boats. It is with great satisfaction ‘that one notes tl, 
putting into commis ion at Devongort of the first vessel or 
our submarine flotilla. If boats of this description are of 
any use to all European fleets, not to say anything of 
America, one is sure of their value to Great Britain, whose 
boast is that she rules the waves, Possibly in the futu. 
these boats may be a prime factor in all naval operations, 
and we cannot afford to be one whit behind those othe: 
great Powers in gaining practical experience. The idea oi 
submarine boats is not a new one, for as far back :. 
James I. one named Cornelius Drebelle actually construct. 
and worked a‘sabmarine in the Thames. 


In the Naval Estimates five boats are provided 
for, and are now being built by Vickers, Sons, and Maxim, 
at Bartow-in-Furness, They are to be of the improved 
Holland type. In their design, Messrs. Vickers, Sons, and 
Maxim have had the advantage of the experience gained 
with the American boats, the company having purchased 
the complete rights for the world except in the United 
States of America. Our large Illustration gives a general 
view of the Holland type of submarine on the water, also 4 
section of this promising venture in submarines. The 
Holland has special functions to fulfil, and one has every 
reason to believe that they equal, if not excel, the French 
Gymnote and Goubet types. The dimensions of the boats 
will be: Length over all, 63ft. 4in.; beam, 11 ft. 9in. ; 
displacement, submerged, 120 tons. The plating and 
frames of the hulls will be of steel, of sufficient size and 
thickness to withstand the pay of depths not over 
100 ft. The main engine will be of the gasoline type, or 
160-horse power for surface propulsion, and the boat will 
carry a fuel-supply sufficient for a run of about 400 knot« 
The maximum speed on the surface will be nine knots. 
The main motor is to be electric and waterproof, giving the 
vestel a speed of seven knots when submerged.

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SEA BATHING AND 
DEAF PEOPLE. 


The subject at this time of the year is not without interest, 
and useful hints may be given to many who are unaware of 
the influence that bathing exercises on the organ of the 
ear when it is diseased, or when a predisposition to 
disease exists. 

In the first place, it should be remembered that coid 
water, and especially salt water, must never be allowed to 
pass into the ear; the neglect of proper precautions to 
prevent this occurring often causes catarrh or inflummation 
of theear. Itis therefore advisable for all who have sensi- 
tive ears to carefully plug the hole of the ear with cotton- 
wool before entering the water. A waterproof cap may 
also be used with advantage. According to the temperature 
ot the water, bathing may be beneficial, or may prove other- 
wise. As a rule, when a catarrhal condition of the ear 
exists, it is wise to abstain entirely from river or rea 
bathing ; but baths of warm or tepid salt water once every 
two or three days, followed by a vigorous rubbing all over 
the body, will have favourable effects. 

Sea or river bathing protects thesystem against catarrhal 
attacks, when there is merely a predisposition to the disease, 
but it is usually injurious when the catarrhal process has 
already set in 

As exceptions to the general rule, these baths have been 
found beneficial in chronic cases of dry catarrh ; but as in 
other similar‘cases, they have aggravated the deafness and 
increased the noises in the ear, the experiment can hardly 
be recommended. 

Sea bathing is excellent for the scrofulous. When, how- 
ever, they are suffering from an ear disease, baths are 
frequently very injurious, and have been found to produce 
an attack of inflammation in cases where the cure seemed 
ulmost complete. People whose ears discharge must totally 
refrain from bathing; if by any chance salt water, or even 
ordinary cold water, were to penetrate the ear when a 
perforation of the drum exists, the result would be most 
serious 

In sbort, sea bathing cannot be recommended to persons 
affected with ear diseases. In the very few cases where no 
injurious effects would result from it the benefit derived, as 
far as deafness is concerned, can only be problematic. A 
reason which would also show that the seaside is not quite 
suitable as a health resort for deaf people, unless due pre- 
cautions be taken, is that on account of the strong winds 
which are nearly always prevalent, the danger of contract- 
ing colds or getting into Tiaka is greater. On the other 
hand, a change from town to country will always be bene- 
ficial. The impure air breathed in offices, shops, and work- 
rooms favours the development of the affections of the 
| throat, nasal passages, and middle ear. A residence of a 
few weeks in a part of the country where the atmosphere 
is pure, fresh, and dry is sure to be of benefit, hilly or 
upland country being especially recommended. 

The condition of deaf people greatly depends on the 
observance of certain rules of hygiene. In the August 
number of the “Journal for the Deaf” is to be found much
